Atlanta is fond of Mayor Walker, 
of New York. He had been here 
before, but he hurried his return 
trip from New Orleans in order to 
spend nearly nine instead of three 
hours in the city Thursday. 

The original program. planned 
only a three-hour stopover, but his 
urgent desire to see the progress 
that is being made on the Stone 
mountain memorial caused him to 
change the private car schedule. 
Mavor Walker accomplished more, 
perhaps, than any other one indi- 
vidual in the sale of memorial coins. 

He is a picturesque figure, full 
of dynamic energy. He is an op- 
timist, and his smile is his out- 
Standing asset. 

Even if he is not always serious 
he is of sound judgment, and has 
made a constructive and highly 
satisfactory executive of America’s 
greatest city. 

While in Atlanta he gave the As- 
sociated Press a statement. In 
this he Said: 

“IT hope and believe mv visit through 
a part of the south will mark a pro- 
gressive step toward the elimination 
of misunderstandings betweer the 
great cities and the places of smaller 
popt lation. 

“Everywhere I have been greeted 
with the utmost cordiality and ap- 
preciated honors have been paid me 
as the mayor of New York. 

“IT have said to some of the friends 
I have met in the south that our giant 
metropolis has been good to its sons 
and daughters from the 47 states out- 
side New York and acknowledges 
with gratitude the outstanding serv- 
ices they have contributed. This can 
not be said too often. 

“New York kncws no geography and 
asks no questions of the men and 
women who come from other places 
to cast their lot with it.” 


Mayor Walker is of the type that 
makes him an influential and re- 
sourceful ambassador of good will.

said #fter a conterence with the presi: | 


dent. “It provides for a board com- 
posed of the chief of engineers, the 
president of the Mississippi river com- 
mission and a civil engineer 10 De 
appointed by the president. Ibis board 
studies and passes upon the engmeer 
ing differences between the Jadwin 
engineers and the Mississippi river 
commission and passes, from time to 
time, as the work progresses, upon 
any engineering problems arising. 

In the meantime Chairman Reid, 
of the house flood control committee, 
said that he would press for passage 
of his bill which would place the 
entire expense on the federal ,overn- 
ment. A group of representatives op- 
posed to th: Reid bill were awaiting 
a new administration plan which was 
said to be under consideration by 
army engineers.
